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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Title: 

The title has been changed to: "Method of making active matrix substrate with 
pixel electrodes of photosensitive conductive material". 

End of examiner's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-11, 13, and 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the method of claim 9, in particular the limitations 
that the pixel electrode is made of a photosensitive transparent conductive material, and 
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that exposure from a back surface side of the substrate in a self-alignment fashion using 
the gate and source signal lines as exposure masks is performed to obtain the pixel 
electrodes. 

The closest prior art, Yoritomi and Kumagai, disclose pixel electrodes of 
photosensitive transparent conductive material, but do not disclose using exposure from 
a back surface side of the substrate in a self-alignment fashion using the gate and 
source signal lines as exposure masks to obtain the pixel electrodes. Takemura 
discloses a method of doing such a self-alignment back-surface exposure to obtain pixel 
electrodes, but Takemura exposes a resist which is then used as a mask to pattern the 
pixel electrodes, rather than exposing the pixel electrode material itself. This is a 
significant difference between the methods of the prior art and the recited invention. In 
the view of the examiner, the combination of these references set forth in the office 
action of 4 October 2005 relied to an impermissible extent on hindsight reasoning to 
justify the combination, and it is therefore withdrawn. 

Claim 9 is therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 10, 11, 13, and 14. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
